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Translation of letter Addressed by Barbu NICULBSCU to 



New fork, 30 July 19hd 



Uy dear (plural ) , 



1 have not written to you so far because I have been extsremely busy. 

I also wanted to gather infomatlon so as to give you some news. I hope 
that you have received the food package which was sent by the Qeneral and 
the cigarettes which I sent, the heat and the fauaidlty here are unbearable. 

I was sent by the General to Washington to get an answer from our friend 
to the propcml which the General made, to form the oommittee with 9 mvibefrs 
from the parties and 6 neutral persons. I discussed the matter with 
kr« Buzesti, who did not heaitate to tell me his opinion and details oon<- 
oeming the conmmioatlon irtilcfa was- made by the State Department. . Diving 
the discussion I had with Busestij he etated the fallowing: 

is true that 1 had two aandates, from the Council of the PartieSj 
to discues with the Oeneralj but I heaitated to carry them out as that 
would bsve meant to assume too great a reeponsibility and then 1 would 
have probably been blmaed for everythiiBg. I give e persmul answer to the 
General’s proposal of 9 plus six and state that 1 sh^ not Join any 
committee whldh will Include tillea end DaviUa among its mesbers* I am 
very busy now with the Agrarian Dhion to idiich X attribute a great iag>ortanoe. 
1 hope to finish that work in 6 - 10 days^ after irhich I shall oosie to 
New Tork to see the General. 

"It la true also that we received a coroa nlc atlon from the State 
Departventj idiich has not been agreeable to the parties. I thixUc that the 
State Department would prefer to work with I^illa, rather than with 
one of us, because they know him for a longer time and he# in tom# under- 
stands better their way of thinking. It is true# fur^emore# that the 
speculations which were made by the State Department# on the future political 
aspect of the parties# did not please us; those speculations# however# do 
not oblige us to share the same beliefs. It is also true that they invited 
Wdssrs. Tillea and DaviUa to the conference# too. The State Department 
desires now the formation of a national committee# a desire of idilch they 
have informed the other countries# too: Bulgaria# Hungary# etc." 

Once again I had the occasion to ascertain that Mr. Buzestl belongs 
to that class' of spiritually honest peoj^e are courageous enough to 
esqpress* their opinions# no matter what those opinions be. He did not deny 
any of the State Department’s statements. Evidently that does not oblige 
Mm to assume opinions which are not his own. In other words# he is the 
man who likes to call things by their own names. I have all the respect 
for those men who have the courage to state their opinions. Time alone 
will decide idio was right. Mhen I went to the State Department# however# 

I was told the following: "Please tell the General officially# not privately, 
that our desire is that the committee be formed. We appeal to him# as the 
last legal prime-minister# whose position has not been denied by anyone# 
Including the King, to take the initiative and foim the committee# inviting 
all the qualified and ccp^le Ronaniane to contribute to the salvation of 
the country. We think that hts proposals must correspond to his last 
proposal of 9 plus 6# a proposal which proves that he does not want to 
have a majority In his favor and does not exalude anybo<^y." (I am asking 
myself who could have told the State Department that the General desires 
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to haore a majority farorable to him 7) . They further told me: *nre want to 
see now how your Sumanlane will understand to answer our call” , 

In Tlew of that communication the General has decided to take the 
initiatire* and foim the connittae, ii^'orming the State D^artnent and H«M. 
the King of that decision; Qa receipt of the individual adhereneee he 
win bounce the f ozMtion of the eoemittee^ whose menberahlp will consist 
of those who answered the call In the ifflrmatiTe. The eeate which will 
be vacant beoanee of refusals or failure to answer, the Oenerel will keep 
free, thus offering the poeeihility to Join the conmittae, at any time, 
to those who may not Join it now. 

Dear t ^ 1 am personally oonvinced now that the General 

cannot overlook une appeal of the State Department and had no other 
alternative than the solution which he has decided on. This time I heard 
it ^xth ny own ears. You know, too, that I would not falsify the truth 
because, in this case. It would be too serious, even a crime. I must tell 
you also that the Genearal has always seen vety clearly the overall picture 
of the Bumanian problem and that even the State Department eonf Ixms now 
his point of view. The General cannot ignore the appeal of the Americans 
and overlook a desire of theirs, especially when we desire and pexmanently 
reqtaest their assistanoe to save our county. The State Departeient has 
also promised us all their st^ort In all. ways. 

Lot 08 see now how the idiole affair will turn out. Please inform 
Mr* Veniamin, too, of this de facto situation. I hare given Misu Paroasanu 
a more detailed emanation; ask him to show it to you. 

How are you getting along with the farm 7 Deal* have a 

request to make. From the mon^ which I left with you please buy: 1 bottle 
of ”Fenme” (Rocl^t) perfume, sice 2, not the smallest siae, 1 bottle 
”^noidni^ of Schiaparelli's, the largest size, and 1 large bco^e of 
”Sbdking" cologne, which please send to America for me, as soon as possible. 
You may swd th^ with Misu (T.N. FARCASANU), Zissu or Bratianu who, I 
think, will come here soon. Please give them to them or, eventually, to 
anybo^r else who might come here sooner. Those perfumes were requested by 
the wives of some Americans who are friends of mine and who assist me good- 
wHlingly every time I call on them. I want to do them that favor especially 
because they hold official positions and ... we have many troubles. They 
will pay me here for them. Please let me know how much they cost so that 
I may know how much to ask from them. 

HVhat is new around there ? How is the morale; Just as friendly as 
it was when X was in Paris irtiich, evidently, I repoi*ted to the General 7 
Please write to me soon ^nH tell me also if there is anything which you 
want from here. Dear (XZ. you have from Ada* 

Is there any hope for taiojig ner out of the country 7

detail what T discussed with you and he did not hesitate to say once again 
that cZ 't: is s good man and well pr^ared; ”he only made one mistake 
when wmo Ml Paris the lest time but it doesn't matter, his soul Is 
pure and his mind is clear for work”. Mhat do you think, shall we believe 
the General 7
